Specification 

1 ) Applicant is reminded of tlie proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 160 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided.

4) Claims 9-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Farr 
(UK 2041122). 

In re claim 9-10, Farr provides a floating-caliper disc brake of a motor vehicle 
including a brake holder (2) firmly attached to the vehicle, on which the floating caliper is 
axially displacably mounted, and including a locking element (5a, 13, 19) for radial 
fixation of the floating caliper on the brake holder part that is detachably secured to the 
floating caliper and axially displacably arranged with a portion on the brake holder; 
wherein the locking element is secured to the floating caliper so as to be adjustable in 
its radial position. 

IN re claim 1 1 , see hole for element 20, for element 33 and element 12. 
In re daim 12, please note that screws are capable of being unscrewed and 
detaching the element. 

In re claims 13-14, see figure 1 . 
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5) Claims 9-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sctiorn 
et al (2001/0013448). 

In re claims 9-10, Schorn et al provides a floating-caliper disc brake of a motor 
vehicle including a brake holder (1) firmly attached to the vehicle, on which the floating 
caliper is axially displacably mounted, and including a locking element (29) for radial 
fixation of the floating caliper on the brake holder part that is detachably secured to the 
floating caliper and axially displacably arranged with a portion on the brake holder; 
wherein the locking element is secured (at 27) to the floating caliper so as to be 
adjustable in its radial position. Please note that element 27 can be a screw which are 
adjustable. 

IN re daim 1 1 , see the hole for element 27. 

In re claim 12, please note that screws are capable of being unscrewed and 
detaching the element. 

In re claim 13-16, see figure 1. 

Conclusion 

6) The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
